A Joint senate-house com­ 
mittee agreed on the $3,553,400,000 revenue bill which imposes heav­ 
ier income levies on both individuals and corporations and raises tha 
existing schedule of excise or “nuisance” taxes.

emptions in the new bill are lowered from $2,000 to $1,500 for mar­ 
ried persons and from $800 to $750 for single individuals.
